TB# a^Mart gave kia taatlmony in 
th» umk lood, faarlifa tone of voice 
tUi c&arai^ilMa^ tft manner pre- 
viously. Hp began by declaring he 
thought it necessary to immediately 
r«9ly to CtoneraJ Roget'a varltable ar- 
raignment of him while on the stand. 

At the outset of Colonel Picquart's 
remarks, Roget interposed and aald be 
would reply to them. 

OMtiaainf. Colonel Ptcqnart pro- 
ceeded to discuss the Be<>ret dossier as 
being the mainspring of the condem- 
nation of Dreyfus. He toolc up the 
document* successiveljr, referring to 
the writers and addr ei ee a M tha lettera 
aa "A" and "B." 

Among those present in court were 
Generals Zurlinden aad Billot, former 
miniaters af war. 

Maltre Mornard. who argued the 
case in behalf of the Dreyfus family 
for the revision of the prisoner's sen- 
tence before the court of cassation, was 
preacat to aaaiat M. OeiMUige of coun- 
ati Utr the defettee. 

At the conclusion of Colonel Plc- 
quart't deposition, Generals Roget and 
Merder rose together and aslced to be 
allowed to be confronted with the wit- 
aeaa. Tk* ednfrontatlo^ hoisever, 
only lasted a few minutes and did not 
prove sensational, having reference to 
«(»paratiTely miaor polnta. 

After Plcqoart bad reiterated his 
atatements, the court adjourned at 
11:40 a. m. 

WAS I T SUI CIDE? 

Sudden Death of an Ofllcer Detailed 
to Duty at Coartmartlal. 

Rennes, Aug. 18 —Lieutenant Colo 
Del Lobe, who baa been in charge of 
the mounted gendarmea doing duty 
fibout the coortpiartial, died auddealjr 
Tbnnday. 

The antl-Dreyfnsites openly charge 
the Dreyfusltes with being responsi- 
Me for hia death. The local newspa 
pera in their accounta of it print In big 
beadllnes: "Another victim of the 
Dreyfusltes' venom. 

It is rumored that Colonel Lobe 
blew oat bla brains beoanat of attacks 
in the newtipapera friendly to M. La- 
bor! since the shooting of the latter 
Another story is that death was due 
to heart dlseaae. It is practically Im- 
possible to get at the truth. At mili- 
tary headquarters it is vehemently de- 
nied that Lobe committed suicide 

Colonel Lobe had been one of the 
nost e^pspicuous personages on the 
aoene aiace the beginning of the trial 
At the time of the assault on M. La- 
borl he led the first platoon detached 
to maintain order on Richmond 
bridge, the scene of tl^e siting. There 
%0 wu aomewkat abrupt in kandllag 
the friends of the wounded lawyer who 
Bought to get near htm. His conduct 
under the palpfol eircumetances waa 
■merely commented upon. Colonel 
took theee attaeka t# hf»rt and 
grew de8pond«nt to such a dative tkat 
his health waa affected 

On Thursday, during the aliting of 
the coartmartlal. he was obliged to 
leave the roooi. aaylag be waa too IH 
to remain until the close of the ses 
slon. Two hours later the news of his 
death leaked out. What serves to give 
•p lair ot myitery to the happening was 
^ eonilctlng itatementa about the 
oanie of death 

Two men who knew Lobe intimately 
■ay they noticed that his mind was 
gradually being unbalanced by listen 
Ing to the debates at the Dreyfus trial 
Two days ago, they declare, he said It 
was hopeless to struggle against the 
Jews, who now have the upper hand 
and will avenge the race on "all of us 
offloeri of the army."

Berlin, Aug. 18.— Emperor William 
unveiled a monument to tbe dead of 
the regiment of the First Guard on t.ie 
Bt. Prtvot balUefleld in the vicinity of 
Mets. ^ 

In his address hia a^Jeaty. among 
other things, said: 

"Hallowed recollections attend to- 
day's festival making hearts beat high- 
er. My first regiment of foot guards 
'a represented by one company, it? 
jlerious fiags and many old comrades 
who fought and bled on this spot I 
onTell this monument in remembrance 
of those who fell on the teld of battle. 
This ceremony also takea place in tbe 
presence of my youngeat regiment and 
the whole army, represented by the 
troops of the Sixteenth corps. Thla li 
almost the only regiment which has 
not hitherto been represented by a 
monument on this blood-drenched 
field. Yet It had full claim to one. 

"Although It Is nearly related by his- 
tory to my house, whose princes and 
kings it has been called upon to train 
up, and though It might rightly there- 
fore be considered aa a family house- 
hold regiment, yet my grandfather did 
not hesitate for a moment to sacrifice 
to the welfare of tli' country troop.^ i^o 
dear to him.. History tells us how 
the regiment '^otjght and tulfllled ita 
oath and how fts B^avior evoked the 
praise, and ita 8ori4)W8 the tears of tbe 
great emperor. This regiment, with 
me as its senior commander, sets up a 
memorial of stone to Its heroic heroes 
who rest beneath the ground here." 

"The design of this monument dif- 
fers from that usually on a battlefle'd. 
A mall clad angel leans in calm repose 
on a sword adorned with the regi- 
ment's proud motto, 'Semper Talis.' I 
desire that tbe meaning of this figure 
be generally known. It stands on this 
blood-atalned field as a guardian of all 
the brave soldiers of both armiea, 
French and German, who fell here." 

Emperor William strongly emphasiz- 
ed the words "all" and "both" Ih bis 
utterancee when referring to "all" the 
brave soldlere of "both" armiea. 

To Form a New Company. 
Chicago, Aug. 18.— It is now stated 
with a good deal of positlveness that 

the Philadelphia committee has se- 
cured control of the reorganization of 
the Kansas City, PitUburg and Gulf 
road and is ready to promulgate and 
proceed to the execution of its plans. 

The plan, as outlined In a formal an- 
nouncement from the reorganization 
committee, provides for the formation 
of a new company which is to acquire 
all the property of the existing com- 
pany, together with at least a controll- 
ing Interest in tbe Kansaa City Subur- 
ban Belt and the Port Arthur Obannei 
aad Dock companies.

SUPPLIES NOT VETARRIVEa 



Pev^Ie of the To\vn8 Find Shelter 
Wherever They Can, but Many 
of Them Are Compelled to 
Ueep In theOvea Air* 



San Juan, Aug. 18.— VlslU to the 
most distressed districts of the island 
prove that the former reports of terri- 
ble eondltiona have not been in the 
least exaggerated. People in the towns 
are huddled together anywhere for 
shelter. In the country the people aro 
sleeping in the open air. 

Tke food auppliea karo baia totalUr 
destroyed. Only the yrtihUyin CM af- 
ford to buy provisions. 

Unless succor comes in a few days 
tbe people will starve. The suppliea 
from San Juan have not yet arrived at 
the towns, but are expected. Tho de- 
pots In many towns are already sur- 
rounded by largo aumbera of hungry 
persons. 

The mayors of the to#na bare re- 
ceived no authority to dispense mon- 
eys, but most of them are contributing 
generously out of their own pockata to 
supply the moat urgent needs. 

As far as Caguas aid Cayey tho isn- 
Itary conditions are not threatening, 
but reports from the towns farther 
south state that their condition is dan- 
gerous. The peril lies la the herding 
of the Inhabltaata. 

Several of the soldiers were wounded 
during the recent hurricane, but it ia 
learned that there were no daatha 
among them. i 

The best posted persons agree that It 
will be necessary to provide work for 
tbe inhabitants and seeds for the next 
planting.. In the district surrounding 
Mayaguei scores of women and chil- 
dren are homeleaa and begging ahaltar 
and food.

LsxiNOTON, Ky., August 17.— "In the 
history of Kentucky politics no greater 
farce was ever enacted than that which 
was yesterday given tbe name of a con- 
vention and manipulated by a handful 
of disgruntled office seekers and de- 
throned bosaea, aided by aeveral hundred 
hirelinga, who, for money furnished by 
corporations, endaavoiad to giro an un- 
natural movement the spirit of enthusi- 
asm," said Mr. Louis Oeaoognets to the 
Enquirer to^y. 

"Who ever heard of a convention 
without a roll call? Who ever beard of 
a convention where there was no 
work for a credentials committee ? These 
things alone are enough to show the fal- 
lacy of the statements of those men who 
claim that they repreaent the Democracy 
of the State. They dared not call a roll. 

"They knew that the majority of the 
counties in Kentucky were without rep- 
resentation; they knew also that the 
majority of the men in that crowd were 
brought from the city of Louisville and 
a few counties adjacent, and tbay knew 
that to call a roll or uRk for crecientials 
would serve alone to expose them.

Fbimcubobo, Ky., August 17.— Quite 
an excitement has been created over the 
diaeovery of petroleum at the bottom of 
tha well on the property of J. H. Williams 
on the corner of Wuluut and Sycamore | 
streets. The well is a common uld- 
styled open well aboot fonrtean feet 
deep, about twelve feet from the surface 
to the rock, aud cut about two feet in 
the rpck, which is a blnish shale, very 
irregular in formation. The well was 
dug fourteen years ago, and showed 
signs at the time of digging of oil, which 
ao impregnated the water that it would 
not do for waahing clothes and scarcely 
for any purposes in the dry aeaaon, when 
the snM>ly was reduced to the vein in 
the rock. The supply of water is now 
very meager and ia so thick with oil that 
it is of no use for any purpose. 

There will ba a sample of the oil smit 
for chemical analysis. Frenchburg ia 
on the beadwatera of Beaver creek, a 
tributary of tha Liokiog river, in a baain 
with surrounding hilla interlaid with a 
very rich quality of iron ore aud light 
deposits of a very high grade botnminous 
coal.

field. l 

"The l>mocratlc platform pledges 
the party to renewed efforts to pup- 
prcfis the trusts. It declares In favor 
of an amendment to tbe anti trust 
statute now on the statue books mak- 
ing nonenforcible any contract made 
by any trust, or any member of any 
tratt, with • view to fix or regulate 
prtees or control production. In other 
words, no trust*, and no member of 
uy trust or combination, shnU Iw per- 
mitted to recover in the courts of the 
commonwealth tbe price of any srtlole 
that is tbe product of any trust. 

"Tbe trust is amonc the (reatest of 
the evils of tbe time. Trusts are 
formed and operated through corpora- 
tions. Tbe rorporatlon is a creature 
of the government. Theoretically all 
corporations are created for the pub- 
lic good. WRen they abuse their priv- 
ileges and menace the public welfare 
laws should be (enacted to prevent the 
abuses or to revoke the privileges 
abused. 

"The tendency of the trusts of this 
day is to produce a condition like that 
which was produced by what was 
kn«wa as the feudal system in Europe 
480 and 600 years ago. Our histories 
tsach us that in that time and under 
that syaimn nearly all wealth— which 
then consisted largely in land — woh 
owned by a select class kpown as tbe 
nobility. Tbe great body of the people 
were tenants and servitors upon the 
land, many passing with the land like 
the cattle upon it. With the develop- 
ment of constitutional liberty the feu- 
dal system disappeared. The trust of 
this day tends to Impoverishment of 
the many to enrich the few. Tt means 
corruption of government, the pur- 
chase of special privileges anil use of 
the power thus acquired to plunder 
ths masses of tbe people. It enables 
its operators to control both produc 
tlon and eoasnmpUon. It robs pro- 
ducer, consumer and employe alike. It 
moans what ths concentration of 
great wealth in the hands of the few 
hatf meant in all ages and in all coun- 
tries — the making of mere dependents 
of the great body of people, depriving 
them of all hopes of progress or inde- 
pendence. It is founded in heartless 
greed, and Js at war with fundamental 
principles of republican institutions 
and the dearest rights of mankind. Re 
publican government can not co-exist 
with complete domination of the trust 
Carried to its logical conclusion, the 
trust is more destructive of individual 
independence than a monarchical form 
of government Either tbe people 
must control the trusts or the trusts 
Will rule ths ps<9ls. 

"The chief aasaas through which 
trusts ar* established and maintained 
are the single gold standard and a high 
protective tariff. Tbe Democratic par 
ty is and always has been unalterably 
opposed to both; tbe Republican party 
is responslbe for both. [Applause.] 

"The so-called Sherman anti-trust 
law enacted by congress contains a 
section declaring that no proceeding 
shall be instituted under It except 
upon direction of the United States 
district attorney for the district in 
which the proceeding is brought, or 
upon the direction of the attorney gen 
eral of tbe United States. No grand 
Jury can act Independently under tbe 
law. The law has been a dead letter 
ever since its enactment It never was 
Intended to be enforced afid never will 
be by a Republican administration. 

"Mr. Attorney General Orlggs has 

Jtublidy declared bis reason for his 
allure to enforce the federal anti- 
trust statute to be that the federal 
government can not suppress them, 
and that the trust question Is one that 
must be dealt with by the statss them' 
sslves. 

"At the last session of the Kentucky 
general assembly the Democratic ma' 
Jority of the houae of representatives 
passed an anti-trust bill, offered by 
Mr. Bradburn of Bowling Green, 
which, In my Judgment, would havs 
proved effective to crush the opera- 
tions of the trusts in this state. la 
both tbe house of representatives and 
the senate every Eepublican vote was 
cast against this btU. It tMlSd of paa> 
sage in the senate sotsly booMse tners 
two members, slsctsd as Dsmocrats, 
joined with ths entlr* Rspubtlean 
msmbsrshlp e( that hmdw ta voting 
against it. Notwithstandtag this rec- 
ord of the Republican party in both 
nation and stat«, the Republican plat- 
form in Kentucky declares, 'ws plfdm 
the Republican party to the s hMlS S ii 
of ftU such laws as may be necessary 
to prevent trusts, pools, etc, etc. 

"And Mark Hanna, the real head of 
the Republican party In this nation, 
the gatherer and disburser of the im- 
mense corruption fund used to make 
McKinley president, which Included 
$1,000,000 contributed by the suear 
trust; Hanna, the agi^nt through 
whom the powers of government were 
by the Republican part^ bartered to 
the contributors of this fund, in order 
^a^ they might not only reimburse 
but magnlflcently compensate them- 
selves by levying tribute, through un- 
equal laws, upon the people; Hanna 
himself one of the foremost manipu- 
lators and beneficiaries of trusts, actu- 
ally had the recent Republican state ' 
convention In Ohio to denounce the 
trusts. 

"The Republican party has become 
merely the political agent of the 
money power and the trusts. It holds 
power now, and hopes to hold power 
in the future, solely as the result of 
the use of Immense corruption funds 
contributed by the money power and 
the tmgtS, and it uses the powers of 
gOTsMnsnt chiefly to repay the con- 
tributors of those corruption funds. It 
exalts money, the servant; it debases 
man, tos master. [Applause.] 
Lincoln's Warning. 

"The growth of trusts and the poli- 
cies of the Republican party forcibly 
recall the language of one of the great 
men of thut party. In a message to

this: 

" 'Monarchy Itself Is sometimes hint- 
ed at as B possible refuge from the 
power of the people. In my present 
position I could scarcely be justified 
wore I to omit raising a warning voice 
against this approach of returning rles- 
potism.. It la not needed or fitting here 
that a gener.il argument should be 
made in favor of popular Institutions, 
but there is one point with its connec- 
tica ast so hackneyed as moSt oth^ 
to which I airtc a brief attention, it 
is to the effort to place capital on m 
equal footing with, if not above, labor 
in the structure of government It is 
ascumed that labor Is available oiuy 
in connection with capital, that 
body labors unless somebody else oww- 
Ing capital somehow, by the use of ft, 
induces him to labor. I^ibor is prior 
to and independf^nt r f capital. Capital 
Is only the fruit of labor, and could 
never have existed If labor had not 
f\rt). existed. I.Abor is the superior of 
capital, and deserves much the higher 
consideration.' 

"It is only through the party of Jef- 
ferson and .lackson that this nation 
can be saved from complete subjac- 
tion to the money power and the 
trusts [Cheers.] 

"The Democratic platform approves 
of, and the Republican platform de- 
mands the repeal of the statute amend- 
ing tbe election law saactsd by the 
la«t general assembly.
